Rumania Hints 
fo Russians 
'Hands Off 


Arrests Are Made 
in Rumanian

BELGRADE -M1)- Reports from 


Bucharest Tuesday told of many new 
arrests in the Rumanian capital, es- 
pecially among railway employes in- 
volving alleged Communists. 


Gen. Ion Antoncscu declared Ru- 


mania now was guaranteed by "the 
most powerful nation in the world," 
interpreted as a direct warning to 
Russia not to carry out her reported 
plan of seizing the mouth of the Dan- 
ube river and moving into Moldavia. 


German troops and war materials 


still moved into Rumania through 
Hungarin. The advance guard reached 
the Danube on the Rumanian-Bul- 
garian frontier Sunday. These move- 
ments coincided with reports that 
Russian troops were concentrating in 
Bessarabia, in the north.

against Roosevelt's 
proposal to in- 


crease U. S. aid to Britain. 


There was evidence on every side, - 


of intense emotion, but at. the same 
time there were loud declarations •" 
that Germany would not permit herself':' 
to get unduly excited or "allow her- * 
self to get provoked." 


There was a disposition to refer the" 


whole controversy "back to the con- 
science of the American people." The 
attitude was that the U. S. knows how 
the German 
people feel and that 


America has a chance to reflect be- 
fore she is committed to a course 
more hostile to Ge'rmany. 


Before the appearance of afternoon 


papers the press' attitude was to put 
down F. D's Sunday night speech as 
"undignified and weak in argument." 


At the same time, from the present 


handling of German-American rela- 
tions here it seems evident that Ger- 
many does not intend to be provoked. 
"American 
support of England, no 


matter what form it takes, can not 
delay, much less prevent, Britain's 
defeat," it was said.

Superphosphate 
Available Here 


A car of 400 sacks of Triple Super- 


phosphate has been received for dis- 
tribution to Hempstead county farmers 
under the 1941 farm program, accord- 
ing to Oliver L. Adams, county agent. 


The material may be obtained by 


making application at the county of- 
fice nnd delivery can be made im- 
mediately. The superphosphate will 
cost not more than $1.90 per hundred 
pounds and such cost will be deduct- 
ed from the 1941 Agricultural Con- 
:ervanon payment. 


Payment at the rate of 51.50 per 


100 pounds will be made .under the 
1941 AAA program when the material 
is applied to any of the following 
crops; Perennial or biennial legumes, 
pnronnial grasses winter legumes, les- 
pedcza, crotalaria rye grass, or per- 
manent pasure. 


Last year several fanners desired 


phosphate to apply to lespedeza mea- 
dows and were unable to secure it 
due to the lateness in making their 
request. The final date for applying 
.Jhosphate to lespedeza in 1941 is June 
ID.

the Miami area, building construction 
gave it 16th place in the United States 
in this regard. 


As a result of all this State Hotel

in the 2263 apartments with 20,375 
units.

, since last winter will probably hold 
rates down. 
] Vacation seekers who come to Miami 
Beach between January 15 and March 
l-.will have to pay on an average 
about $7 per day for a double room on 
the European plan. 


In Miami proper the rates are usual- 


ly lower because hotels and apart- 
ments on the western side of Biscayne 
Bay do not attempt to compete with 
the establishments facing the ocean 
in Biami Beach.

UPPOSE that for twenty 


years you were walled off 


from the world. Hearing no 
news, seeing no change, feeling 
no beat of the public pulse. 


Suppose, then, that you were 


released into the world of 1941. And you 
were suddenly asked to decide which make 
of streamlined car to buy, what make of 
radio or refrigerator to choose. Suppose you 
Were asked to vote for Jones or Brown; to 
support or oppose some social-security 
measure. 


I know of such a pitiful case. It is the case 


of a young man raised in Communist Russia, 
who found himself a prisoner of war in Fin- 
land, and later, an escapee to America. 


You can imagine his confusion of mind, 


his mistakes and then his delights in his 
new-found freedom. 


him capable of making decisions for himself. 
Therefore, since the Russian government 
could not afford cars and refrigerators and 
the luxury of free elections, he was never 
told that such things existed! 


Almost as common as "How are you?" is 


the expression "What's new?" in America. 
We take news—all kinds of news—for granted. 
Because we have it, we place no great value 
on it. It is all around us, on every newsstand, 
in every mailbox. It is even broadcast: by 
newspapers and others who use the radio to 
give us a flash a few minutes or hours before 
the substance of the news can get into type 
and into our hands. 


True, Russia, Germany and defeated 


France have news—of a sort. But it is not the 
sort which is calculated to make a free man 
capable of thinking and acting for himself, 
It's the hearts-and-flowers kind of news; 


YOU ARE VER 


HAPPY! 


Do you think it was Russia which had 


imprisoned his mind for all those years? 
Nothing of the sort. It was lack of news. His 
own country's newspapers did not consider 


phony, sticky, lying propaganda. Coldly 
calculated to fan hates, curb thoughts, make 
men into docile oxen. 


We want no such "news" in America. We 


want no heavy-handed government control- 
ling our news, feeding us what some official 
thinks is good for us or fur himself. 


My Russian friend told me once: "/ heard, 


a long time ago> that there were places in the 
world where people voted for whomever they 
•pleased^ where there were two or more political 
parties and many stores offering their wares in 
competition. I wondered then why such things 
were allowed because I knew they weren't good 
—only communism was good. That is what our 
papers all said: only communism was good" 


I hope you and I never live to see that 


sort of newspapers in America.
